By the ſaid Earl's Death, his Eſtate of the yearly Value of gooo [; deſcended to his Son Donogh, now Earl 
of Clancarty, then under Age, who was ſo ſenſible of what his Father deſigned for his aid Siſters, that, to 
ſatisfie them, and as a further Tye upon himſelf to provide for them, when he came of” Age,. he by Deed 
charged his faid Eſtate with 4000 1, Portion for each of them. _ | 

The ſaid Eſtate being much incumbred, a great part thereof was extended, and poſſeſſed by Greditors, after 
the Death of the ſaid Earl, and the Counteſs of Clancarty, the now Ears Mother, kept-out of her Dower 
or Thirds, from the time of his deceaſe, which happened in the Year 1676, uatil fie Year 1682, at which 
time ſhe had Judgment to recover a third part of the ſaid Earl's Eſtate for her Dower, and theteby alſq xeco- 
vered 6280 l, for her Damages for the detention of her ſaid Dower for ſo long a tins. : "> $8 

The ſaid Counteſs,at the requeſt of her Son,the now Earl of Clancarty,to whom ſhe was Guardian, paid ſeveral 
Debts, which were charged upon the ſaid Eſtate, and ingaged to pay 2000 /. part of the Marriage-Portion of 
the Lady Hellen, her Daughter, another Siſter of the preſent Earl of Clancarty, leffaltd unpfovided for by 
her Father, which Sum of 2000 [. and the Debt fo paid, and diſcharged as aforeſaid, amoynt ae 784 |. 175.

Before the ſaid Counteſs or Daughters could receive any of the ſaid feveral Sums or Portions, the faid Earl's 
Eſtate was ſeized into their Majeſties Hands, on account of the late Troubles. ? = 
* The Houſe of Lords in Erglard, in the Year 1690, had ſuch a conſideration for the Caſe of the ſaid-Counteſs, 
and her Daughters, that they made a Proviſo for charging the ſaid Eſtate with the ſaid Counteſs's Debts, agd 
4000 |. apiece to her three Daughters, in a Bill, then depending for veſting the Forfeitures of Ireland in fits 
Majeſty, for the uſe of the War, but the Parliament was Prorogued before the ſaid Bill received the Royal

The ſaid Counteſs thereupon petitioned his Majeſty in 1692, and an Order of Reference was thereupon 
made to the Atturney-General of Jreland ; and, on his Report, a Reference to the Lords of the Treaſury jg 
England; who reported the ſaid Counteſs right to 6280 /. for detention of her Dower, and alſo to the aid 
5784 1. 175. 84. which {o ſatisfied his Majeſty of the Juſtice and Equity of her Pretenſions, that on the 
23*h Day of March, 169;. he was graciouſly pleaſed to order the faid Sums to he paid her out of the Rents 
and Profits of the ſaid forfeited Eſtate; which Order meeting with unuſual and unexpected Delays in Treland, 
her late Majeſty, of ever bleſſed Memory, gave the ſaid Counteſs a Letter, under her Royal Signet, or Sign 
Manual, bearing Date the 1 1** Day of Fuly, 1693, to paſs Patent, in order to receive the ſaid ſeyeral Sums 
out of the ſaid forfeited Eſtate ; and likewiſe gave Aſſurances, that the ſaid Counteſs's three Daughters ſhould 
each have the ſame Portion of 4000 /. as was deſigned them, and as ſhe gave to her eldeſt Daughter ; but be- 
fore the ſaid Counteſs, or her ſaid Daughters could have any henefit of the ſaid Grants, or prevail to- have 
the ſame paſs the Seals, the whole Eſtate was granted to the Lord Woodſtock, who had better ſucceſs inppaſ- 
ſing Patent, without any the leaſt proviſion for the ſaid Connteſs or Daughters, or any notice taken J her 
fa Grants, or of ſeveral Caveatesrentered againſt the ſaid Lords paſſing Patent of the ſaid Eſtate. 

The ſaid Counteſs, having lived ſome Years in Miſery, and being quite ſpent and fatigued by her Solicitation 
about this Aﬀeair, and worried by Creditors, who, upon the Credit of this Debt, advanced Money for the 
managing and carrying on her ſaid Buſineſs, and for the Support of her ſelf and her Daughters ; and ſeeing 
by theſe Diſappointments, all her Credit failing, and no way left her to pay what ſhe owed ; or to keep her 
ſelf or her faid Daughters from the greateſt Diſtreſs and Want, ſhe died, leaving her ſaid Daughters in a moſt
